Iran's Army of 190,000 Men Reported To Be Resist­ 
ing; British Desert Fighters Join With 
Russian Cossacks 


(By the Associated Press.) 
LONDON, A ur. 25— Iran’s army of about 190,000 men 
wes reported authoritatively today to be resisting British- 
Russian invading forces, spreading the war across that oil- 
rich kingdom wedged strategically between the Persian gulf 
and the Caspian sea. 
The extent or place of the engagements was not dis­ 
closed here. 
‘(The German wireless broadcast an Ankara dispatch 
starting that “clashes already have been reported from the 
Caucasian border,” the point of entry for Soviet troops.) 
Veteran British desert fighters moved east and north 
from British-dominated Iraq, and from the Persian gulf and 
formed a frontier threat at Baluchistan, which lies south­ 
east of Iran. 
Some of the British landed from ships in the 
Persian gulf. 
Russians cossacks and mounted infantrymen made up 
the Soviet invading forces, moving toward junctions with 
the British in a synchronized invasion over baking plains 
and mountains.

own use.

confiscated, if not by one faction, 
then by another.

They are slowly .starving 
to death 
Caf Bark From Trc**s 
By early spring they peeled bark 
from elm, willow, and acacia tree* 
and ate it. 
They mixed the bit­ 
ter roots of weeds with dried sweet- 
potato vine and m illet husks and 
peanut shells -and ate them W hen 
they could get It, they bound this 
m ixture 
together 
with 
w heat or 
m illet flour, but, these are 14 tim es 
as expensive as they were three 
years ago, so few can afford them . 
Some die from simple starvation, 
others from diseases such as dys­ 
entery and pellagra. 
American relief agencies do w hat 


they can to get food and medical 
relief to these starving people, who 
num ber uncounted millions.

worst are farthest from the rail­ 
ways and ports which

reach. 
Missions 
also 
distribute relief, and from 
them 
come the most harrow ing accounts 
of unrelieved suffering in th e vast 
interior. 
C hina has always had hunger, 
for It Is over-populated and huge 
and poor. T here Is frequently fam ­ 
ine. but seldom ever so widespread 
an area a t one time.
